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Q. S. R. 243(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 9 of the 
Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 19^4 (30 of 1954), the Joint ^mmittee 
constituted tKider sub-section (i) of that section, after consultation with the Central Gotermnent, 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily 
Allowances) Rules, 1957, the same having been approved and confirmed by the Chtdrman of 
the Council of States, and the Speaker of the House of the People, as required by sub,-section (4) 
of the said section, namely:— 

, I. (l) These rules may be called the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Allow¬ 
ances) Amendment Rules, 1973. 

(2) Rules 3 to 7 shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th day of June, 1972 and 
the remaining provisions of these rules shall come mto force at once. 

2. In the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Allowances), Rules, 1957, (hereafter 
referred to as the said rules), after rule 16, the following rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

“16-A (i) Where a Member loses his Steamer Pass or the Spouse’s Steamer Pass and a 
duplicate thereof is required to be issued to him, he shall make an application to the 
Speaker of the House of the People or the Chairman of the Council of States, as 
the case may be, explaining the circumstances ttnder which the loss occurred and if the 
Speaker or the Chairman, as the case may be, id satisfied, a duplicate Steamer Pass or 
the Spouse’s Steamer Pass shall be issued to ^he Member- 

(2) Where a Member or his Spouse travels by steamer without the Steamer Pass, he 
shsdl be governed by the ordinary rules in regard to such travel”. 

3. In rule I7*A of the said rules, for the word, figure and letter ‘Section 6A’, the word, 
figure and letter ‘Section 6B', shall be substituted.
